&alj#^yius cbmbi nation uni ^ t s}rnus t have no tf c ed , i n t he 
course "of handling and examining the reproducers, that 
whereas the 2-minute stylus bar is pivoted aliRost exact- 
ly in the middle so that a stylus deflection of a given 
magnitude will result in essentially the same amount of 
motion at the opposite end of the bar (the end that's 
coupled to the diaphragm), the 4-*ninute stylus bar is 
p 1 voted closer to the stylus itself, so the motion at 
the other end should, theoretically* be multipjUed to 
some esctent. 

The apparent rationale for this was that because the 
grooves of a four -minute cylinder are half the width 
of those of a two -minute one, the amplitude of the groov* 
excursions must be smaller; therefore, the playback vol- 
ume wifcl be less, unless some mechanical multiplication 
is designed into the reproducer* 

So * apparently, did Mr. Edison and his assistants reas- 
on, and thence came the difference in pivot point locat- 
ions. As I see it, they failed to reckon with one thing i 
the average acoustic reproducer diaphragm is a relative- 
ly non-compliant device, and it resists deflection. That 
resistance is transferred to the stylus, it being tight- 
"'"'"'% coupled to the diaphragm, so it, too, resists deflect- 
in*, The greater the extent to which the stylus or dia- 
■phragni is made to try to move* the greater the resistance 
to such motion. Since the signal waveform in the groove 
of the record is responsible for this attempt to deflect 
the sty lus-and -diaphragm combination, its inability to 
move as much or as rapidly as the signal waveforms is 
sure to be rough on the waveforms* Tjis was so of all 
acoustic reproducers, disc and cylinder. We've all seen 
what happened to electrical records played to death on 
acoustic phonographs? most of them look and sound as if 
they'd been used to retread a waffle iron* The heavy 
bass excursions of elect ricals are usually the first to 
suffer heavy damage,.*. fie verting to cylinders: since the 
built-in multiplication of the four-minute stylus bar 
served mostly to increase the stylus impedance, and 
since the stylus pressure was concentrated on a much 
smaller area of the record, the wear and tsar became 
correspondingly worse * THts tendency to wear, despite 
mapy attempts to ameliorate it by redesigning the re- 
producers of the early Amberola phonographs, was a 
major reason') for Edison*s introduction of the Blue 
Amberols in 1912, Their being highly resistant to 
breakage was an obvious plus, but they were also 
highly resistant to wear. This bfeing so, they are 
also largely free of the distortion created by 
damage to the signal waveform, so they give good 
sound on electronic playback — very good sound ih 
the case of the 19 12-19 14 directly recorded issues* 

To my mind, the ironic thing is that the revamped 
pivot po sitioti wasn't really necessary at allj there- 
fore, if the same 1*1 leverage ratio of the 2-minute 
stylus bar had been retained for ^-minute styll and 
re producers (especially those of the pre-Blue Amber ol 
.era), it's just possible that the wax Amberols would 
;|ave held up at least somewhat better- — which would 
-nave been a boon to the cylinder collectors of today.

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I case my contention thafr the" si'ghal^Iev^ls'irere^a^ 
most if not entirely identical on my experience in 
taping cylinders. I never found it necessary, in making 
a tap e of two-and f ourHtdnute cylinders, to adjust the 
control of my tape recorder. I should emphasise here 
I was depending not on the evidence of my ears but 
of a 4-inch VU meter on the recorder; I trust that 
than my ears for Judging sound levels. 

While I'm nattering about cylinder reproduction, I f d 
like to try to squash a persistent legend concerning 
vertical recording, which has been applied indiscrimin- 
ately to both cylinders and discs; that's the notion, 
originating in Heaven knows whose mind, that vertioal 
records were capable of a wider dynamic range (variation 
from pianissimo to fortissimo in recording levels) than 
laterals* The consequences of overmodulation of the groove 
of a lateral record are pretty obvious! the stylus will 
cut into the previous groove on one half of the excursion 
and into area that should be reserved for tho next turn 
of the disc on the other half. If the groove isn't act- 
ually cut Into, the wall is severely weakened, creating 
the risk of eventual tracking difficulties* It is unlike- 
ly, however, that- the signal would be distorted..., In- 
vert leal recording, however, if a very loud signal is 
applied to the cutterhead, the waveform Is sure to be 
distorted. On one half of the signal, the stylus will 
be driven more deeply into the recording blank, be it 
cylinder or disc* Thus far, all is well. On the other 
half, though, we get real troubles, because the stylus 
may be lifted entirely OFF* the surface for a microsec- 
ond or so* This creates a discontinuity of the gruove 
sptralfwhich can also lead to potential tracking 
difficulties), and it also means that that particular 
part of the signal waveform, having a plateau on it 
instead of a more or less rounded hill, is no longer 
an even half -accurate replica of the input signal* 
Obvious result* distortion. In the case of lateral 
recording, the difficulty could be circumvented bj 
Increasing the groove pitch where a loud signal Is 
anticipated (this technique is used extensively on 
IP's nowadays); In vertical recording, a partial 
remedy would be to increase the depth of cut at zero- 
signal, but the extent to which this could be done 
was p ro-bably limited in the case of cylinders, be- 
cause of limitations in the amount of shrinkage that 
occurs before the finished cyllnder(w fl x or celluloid) 
can be removed from the mold. 
This has been a bit technical, to be sure, but I 
can't, help that; I never said I wouldn't become so on 
occasion. In any event, I've wanted to get. this off 
my chest for quite a spell now — -and I've done ft, 
heaving a huge sigh of relief. Join me in- It?

Label of the Month : This time we have 
the label of Kaufmann 6c Baer Co,, Pitts- 
burgh, Penna., a department store in that 
city. The label is Master Tone and is 
black with gold titling and ornamenta* 
tion. From all appearances the record was 
produced for Kaufmann 8c Baer by B. D. 

& M. Co. of Bridgeport, Conn. B. D. & 
M. produced Tri&ngh} Broadway, Puritan 
and other department store labels like 
Pennington, Carnival, Lyratone, Hudson, 
Music Box, etc. The Master Tone pic- 
tured is 1013 (A side shown) and data 
is: A. Peggy O'Neii (792) as by Yerkes 
Metropolitan Dance Players, Vocal by 
Arthur Hall. B. When You and I Were 
Young, Maggie <112;.20I8*B; 17109- A) 
as by Carl Williams, Tenor Solo, Orch. 
Ace, The pictured sideshows a New York 
Recording Labs master, 792. This has 
appeared on other labels under the same 
band credit. The reverse side is a B. D. 
& M. pseudonym further suggesting this 
company as the producer for Kaufmann & 
Baer. 112 is an NYRL control number, 
2018-B is the Banner catalog number on 
which this title appears as by Howard 
Shelley (sic), Tenor Solo, and X7109-A 
is the catalog number of the originating 
label, Olympic.
